We have thus briefly made a detailed report of the condition 
of the several public schools, and with a few suggestions we 
close. There are many things worthy of notice which have 
been passed over, and some worthy of censure. To thorough- 
ly understand a school one needs to know more of it than can 
be gained at the beginning and close, As far as we can judge 
the schools have been successful and the teachers have been 
faithful and interested in their work. Some changes in school 
books seemed necessary and they have been made with 
good results; other changes should soon follow. Parents 
should exert themselves to get the best books and plenty of 
them. There is as much propriety in giving a boy an old scythe 
to work with as to expect him to be interested in an old edition 
of Adams’ Arithmetic, or Smith’s Grammar. Owing to the ad- 
vanced price in books only eighty-six prize books were distrib- 
uted; in their distribution regard was had not merely to rank 
as scholars, but to the’ marks of deportment, punctuality and 
regularity of attendance, as found in the registers. 
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We suppose compluint has been made heretofore of some of 
the school houses; certainly bat few of them are worthy of the 
name. Cannot districts number 8, 9 and 11 be united so as to 
have larger schools and better accommodations? The extra 
half mile would not be felt by the scholar as much as an un- 
comfortable room. When will parents take sufficient interest 
in the education of their children? Quite a number of the 
schools did not receive a visit from a parent during the term! 
Parents, would you trust your business affairs to a stranger ? 
Would you allow your most trustworthy servant to continue 
for weeks without an examination of his work? And yet the 
immortal minds of your children may be moulded without a 
single thought on your part. Proper respect for the teacher 
ought to lead you to visit the schoolif nothing more. Can you 
expect the teacher to be interested in a work which you do not 
consider worthy of your attention? ‘The common schools can- 
not be elevated until you lend them a helping hand. The Pru- 
dential Committee can render great assistance if they are faith- 
tul; but is it a faithful and impartial performance of duty as re- 
quired by oath, if the agent hires the first applicant and never 
once enters the school room? The rotation plan of choosing 
the committee is injurious to the schools; those persons should 
be appointed who will make an effort to get the best teachers 
even for the small schools. If they were buying furniture for 
the school room they would be expected to make a judicious in- 
vestment of the money. Why not make the same effort to ob- 
tain experienced and thorough teachers? Some may say that 
it is the duty of the Superintending Committee to reject all 
who are inefficient, but it places the committee in a delicate po- 
sition to refuse those who have been licensed for years. More- 
over a teacher may have the education requisite and still be un- 
fit for the situation. Of the teachers employed almost one half 
were from other towns; this should not be so. Although we 
have had some excellent teachers from abroad, yet with the 
number of good teachers that we have, home talent should be 
more extensively employed. 


Scuoiars! upon you rests a great responsibility. Never in 
the world’s history has there been such a demand for earnest 
men and women. Never before have the young been called so 
early into the solemn realities of life. Your fathers and broth- 
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ers are summoned to the battle field, you must make good their 
places at home. Be diligent in improving the spare moments; 
take every opportunity to acquire useful knowledge and “heart 
within and God o’erhead” you can fearlessly take your stand on 
this noble ship of state. 


TEaAcHERS, to you we would say, be not weary in well doing 
but do not be satisfied with doing well. Yours is a noble call- 
ing, therefore fit yourselves thoroughly for the work ; remember 
it.is a progressive one, each succeeding day should find you bet- 
ter prepared for your duties. Let your education be thorough 
and extensive, gather information from every one you meet.— 
Make yourselves well acquainted with Geography, especially of 
your own country. Acquaint yourselves with the principles 
and forms of our government. Asa class you know but little 
of the great interests at stake at the present moment. How 
then can you infuse into the minds of your pupils that 
love of country so necessary for a citizen of a republic like this ? 
Above all remember that the welfare of immortal souls is en- 
trusted to your care, that your influence will continue long af- 
ter your bodies have changed to dust. Great will be your re- 
ward if you remain faithful to the end.
